Maple sugar and maple syrup pro- 
duction in Canada during the season 
of' 1925 amounted to 9,791,359 pounds 
and 1,672,098 gallons, respectively, 
with an aggregate value of $6,825,- 
416. This compares with an output 
of 9,385,415 pounds of maple sugar 
and 1,970,696 gallons of maple syrup 
during 1924, Quebec province ac- 
counted for over 90 per cent. of the 
production of maple sugar and over 
half of the output of maple syrup. 


Production of the four basic in- 
dustries of British Columbia during 
1924 aggregated in value $210,692,- 
798, as compared with $207,934,041 
‘in the previous year, according to a 
statement issued by the Provincial 
Government. The 1924 production 
was made up as follows, with 1923 
comparative figures in brackets: 
Forest products, $80,702,000 ($86,- 
674,400; agriculture, $60,029,224 
($59,139,798); mines, $48,704,604 
($41,301,320); and fisheries, $21,256,- 
965 ($20,795,923). 


Canada’s ordinary revenue for the 
four months of the present fiscal 
year ended July 31 last, shows an in- 
crease of $2,932,163 over the same 
four-month period last year, accord- 
ing to a statement made by the De- 
partment of Finance. Ordinary rev- 
enue for the four months of 1925 
‘amounted to $141,739,416. Ordinary 
expenditures during the four-month 
period show a decréase from $96,- 
546,541 in eal to $95,655,692 this 
year.
